THE REBELLION IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. . 
THE PRESENT SITUATION. 
"+ MO REDEL STHENGTH. 

‘With this issue we publish a sketch map 
showing the positions of the main ‘bedy of 
the rebels near Cavite and of the Spanish 
forces in Cavite and Manila. The rebels 
are in possésaion of the whola of the Pro- 
vince of Cavite, oxecpting the city and 
arsenal of Cavite which are situated across 
the bay from Manila, six miles distant-by 
steam-launch, and the isthmus connecting 
that city with tha mainlshg. They ore 
well fortified (since the end of August) at 
Imus. and also at Novaleta, both in the 
Cavite Province., In. front of Novaleta, 
thoy have's line ‘of trenthes, # mile and 
a-half Jong, which werodtjacked by Spanish 
troops and loyal ,natiyo suxiliaries on the 
40th November. The Spanish foreea wero 
thon repulsod with the Joss of s third of 
the 73rd Native Regiment and about 60 
Spanish cazadores; with 50 wounded of both 
corps. Se far, the rebel trenches haye 
proved to be imptegnable. The Spaniards 
have retired tq a place called Dalahican, 
sit¥ated three-quartors of a milo from tha 

fmentioned rebel trenches, and have 
fored a camp there. In the camp thoy 
have four large cannon’ and two bronze 
mortars; in the tronch adjoining the camp 
they hayo.one cannon. A few days ago, 


thea. wore 3500 Spanish troops in this camp 
under, the’commatid of General Rios. Up 
to the presont no further attack has beon 
made on the rebel trenches, although from 
the sea-side the rebel trenches of Novaleta 
could easily be Wominated, by artillory. 
Tho rebel trenches here are splendidly con- 
structed, and show that a skilful hand hos 
been at work in their design. Aso matter 
of absulute-fact the rebol strength is nat 
known, but itis estimated that there aro 
at least 20,000 mon behind these earth- 
works and at Novaleta. 


At Imus, the estate-housa of the friars, 
the rebels are still in undisturbed posses- 
sion. The. estate-hougo is praciically o 
fortress aurrounded by a very strong 
masonry wall, This must be regarded as 
tho head-quarters of the rebels. Accounts 
of their strongth here vary, but may be 
eafely set down as’somewhere botween 
6,000 and 10,000. Thoy hold, as we have 
said, almost the whole of the Province of 
Cavite, with on estimated total force (in 
that Province) of 35,000 men. About one 
in five is armed with the Mauser rifle ; the 
others’ with bamboo lances an wie 
knives ‘(tho Istter a terrible weapen for 
fighting at close quarters and resembling 
the kris of Borneo), In the earthworks 
oar tho Imus Fort, they have a fw small 


canons called here lantacas.- They: have: 


Blso cust some new canton of amall calibre 
fun Une swwla bello, and they have con- 
verted largo diameter cast-iron water pipes 
into mitrailleuse mortars. . 


To the north of Manila, in the Provinecs 
of Bulacon and Painpanga, there is « flying 
rebol column sbout 3000 strong, under the 
command of a certain -Llaneras, a half- 
caste, and tha opposing force to this is 
Major Lopez Artéaga’s flying column of 
about, 600. met “This cohunn - has 
shad .soveral_encounters -with tho_rebels. 
When the rehels retreat, thoy have 
their strongholds of Angat (Bulacan Pro- 
vince) and San Matel (Minila Province) to 
floe to, No attempt has been made to dis- 
Jodge the rebels. from San’ Matel, where 
their total strength is supposed to be 5,000. 
At Angat, the Spaniards mude an unsue- 
cossful attempt to.ciist the enemy. 

In a. genoral sense, the rebels may be 
said to be in-possession of one-third of the 
Island of Luzon, south of Manil, and one- 
third of the same island, north of Manila. 
Moreover, they have burned half the town. 
of Pi njan 5 attacked Santa Craz, tho 
eapital of guns, killed one Spaniard 
and retreated; they have sustained one 
pitched battle at Silan, in jwhich - the 
Spaniords lost considerably,” To the north 

Manila, they’ attacked Calumpit, drove 
the priests and. the civil guard up the bel- 
fry-towor, pillaged ‘several houses, and cut 
off the head of an Englishman's covk. | 
to. the . Engtish  ‘ entérprise—the ila- 
Dagupan Railway (the only railway. in the 
oountry}—notices were sent to the officials 
in charge that théy were ‘to cease’the tran- 
sport of loyal troops.

TRE POSITION OF THE SPANISH BIDE. 


Now as: to the -state of affsirs on the 
Spanish side, When this- outbreak , oc- 
curred the Spanish forces, penineula and 
native, were dispersed over the islands. 
The number of peninsula troops then avail- 
able did not vxcecd 1500, but they were 
well officered and well armed. Tho na- 
tive auxiliaries made a total of about 6000. 
Governor-General Blanco informed the 
Spanish Government that the rising was of: 
no considerable importance, and asked that 
only 1000 moro troops might He Sent to his 
aid. The reply from Spain was that they 
would immediately despatch 2000 men, 
2,000,000 cartridges, 6000 Remington rides 
and the gunboats Ida de Cuba and Ishe de 
Luzon. Bending the arrival of the roin- 
forcements, the rebellion assumed alarming 
proportions, end when this-contingent ar- 
rived it ¥as found to be insufficient. An 
unsuccessful attompt was made to dislodge 
the rebels at Imus, Farther reinforce- 
ments wore then usked for, and ship after 
ship has brought troops, util just now we 
have 10,000 Spanish troops and 2000 more | 
are known to ba on the way. . The quality 
of the man is none too good. For the 
miost part these new arrivals are mero lads 
fresh from the plough, and do not appear 
to relish the prospect of hard fighting. 

For various; reasons ‘which we will not 
discuss; the moderate and humane ten- 
dencies of General Blanco seem to have 
Jaid him open to very slarp_ criticism 
on the part of his resident countrymen. It 
may be said there ore two parties in power: 
holding oxtremo views—General Blanco's 
boing that of extreme moderation, and the 
other of 8 more energetic and .sariguinary 
tendency.’ The result is that the Captain 
Generalcy is to bo held by Generui Pola 
Vioja, who is expécted to arrive here about 
the 4th December. Whether Genoral 
Blanco will then retire ox nob has not been 
made public, but it is genorally presumed 
he will do so. Gencral Pola Vieja will 
arrive with 500 men of the-2000..which wo 
have stated ara on the way. By the time 
he hag matured -his plans tho balance of 
the 2000 will have arrived, making a. total 
force of peninaula and: native troops of 
about 18,000 men, exclusive of the gendar- 
merie spread over the islands. “~ 

General Pola Vioja comes: with an 
established reputatio “ps great Cuban. 


warrior. Pending his arrival, the Spaniards 
are apparently only acting on the dofen- 


sive. All their hopes are centred on the! 


military tactics of the great General, who 
hns gained his laurels in tho Western 
colony. ‘To quash this rising, fortunately, 
the now General bus before him five months 
of tha hast season for operations, aml we 
can hardly doubt that he will attain his 
purpose,. We cannot too closely criticise 
tho apparent inaction of the Spaniards, for

Moreuver, a complete triumph 
over the insurgents and a crushing defeat 
of them will secure only a temporary peace 
unless the attacking party consisted of 
overwhelming numbers, and, after the 
rout, could divide off into-fying columns 
in prranit of the enemy and cut off thoir

MIXED MARRIAGES AND EDUCATION. 

For three centurics, Spain has on- 
deavourcd to convert the Oriental into,an 
Occidental, and has hopeleasly- failed. 
Probably no other nation has aver at- 
tempted tha task, We cannot undorstand 
the policy which would encourage and ‘offer 
B premium on mixed marriages, the fesult 
being to create just that class of half-breeda 
whe bave always and who will always aim 
at separation from the mother country. We 
need not descant on the manifold ovils 
atising froin this system. Tospeak plainly, 
Spain would: do well to retiember what 
class brought about “the separation of 
Mexico and Pern. Tho same class, in the 
Philippine Islands, ia taking the lead in the 
present struggle ; and itis astonishing that 
upto so. recently os ton years ago the 
Spank Government even offered special 
advantages ta military men marrying wo- 
men of the islands. . Will Lhoy now seo tha 
fatal mistake it has heen? On reading 
Manila nowspapers, what a farce it sooms 
to inaist upon, referring to the natives and 
all the ingular classes, not excluding the 
Chineso bnif-castes, us ‘Sons of Spain,’ and 
to expect for one moment that thoy 
‘evor feel in their hearts an ebullition of 
‘ patriotism” for a country they have never 
seen, in which they were not born, and for 
which they have no rational reason be core a 
straw. Baer 

Whilst wo are reviewing the indirect 
causes of this movement, wo will refertothe 
educatiotial system. There are few factories 
and industrial establishments in thé Philip- 
pines, and those fow existing which require 
technical skillnecessarily procure such labour 
from’ the European classes. By far the 
largest field of employment for the islander 
is agriculture. ‘Thore is a university which 
tarna owt mobs of petty lawyers, doctors, 
chemists—these are the reputed rebol 
leaders. The majority of those executed 
already in Manila for complicity in the ris- 
ing belunged te the professions, and wo 


the 


ties are aware that these are tha classes 
contributing the motive power to tho 
revolutionary movement. Until the uni- 
versity is abolished we assume that the 
sons of ~planters who are.to turn their 
attention to agriculture will goon receiving 
an education for which thore is no scope 
on the islands, and although wo would 
hardly go tho length of saying that it is 
cruelty to educate the rising goneration in 
a manter to render them discontented with 
their lot, wo cannot but express the opin- 
ion that it is a very mistaken paternal caro. 

POSSIBLE CONCESSIONS TO THE REBELS, 

Wo would satisfy the. just demands of 
the natives by expelling the. friara if the 
allegations against them can be satisfac 
torily proved. We .would abolish ‘tho 
university for the reason sbovo stated. 
We ‘would discourage the education of, 
Philippine natives in Buropo, because the 
result is that they come back. full of -fan- 
tastic ideas and discontent ; but we would 
do everything possible to develop agricul- 


mannor ft for it, 

As Europeans we raust naturally wish to 
seo tho speody conclusion of this state of 
tumult on the islands ; and if the Spanish 
Government will take a friendly hiat ‘why 
fnot-offer to-immediately introduce these 

few reforms, accompanied by .an offer of 
goneml amnesty to all who have been con+ 
cern:d in the present rising? . 

Martial law was proclaimed‘on the 30th 
August. On the 4th September, four’ re- 
bels, namely, Sancho "Valenzuela, Peralta, 
Sarmiento, and one other were executed, 
they having been leaders in tha battle of 
San Tuan dal Monte. They were shot ‘on 
the-public promonade in‘ tho presence” of 
2000 regular-and volunteer troops. They 
sceopted their fate without bay apparent 
emotion. Since thon four exeoutions have 
taken place in Manila.

EXPLOSION ON. THE 

‘SAGHALTEN.’ 

FOURTEEN DEATHS. 

‘Le Courrier de Satyon, which came to 
hand to-day, contains details of tho’ fatal 
explosion on board the Fronch mail siv.amer 
Saghalien. Tt would. appear from our con- 
temporary that there was considerable ap- 
prohonrion entertained: at Saigon in conse- 
yuenco of the rteamer being over-due from 
Singapore. Ultimately it transpired that a. 
boiler had burst on board, killing inetan- 
taneously twelve Arab firemen and serious: 
ly injuring six others, including a French 
stoker named Dubois, All the injured 


men wero horribly scalded, and Dibois and 
another Arabaubsequently succumbed. The 
accident occurred about six o’clock on the 
evening of November 30, when tho vessel 
was 70 miles from Poulo Condoro; and 
just when the watch was being changed. 
Fortunatoly the sca was smooth at: tho 
time. The noise from the escaping steani 
was most alarming, and as tho electric 
light went out leaving the ship in darkoess 
there was, naturally,—nitith- excitement 
amongst the passengers until the Com- 
mander was able ‘to reassure them there 
was no immeiiate dangér., Tho Comman- 
der, Chief Engineer nnd some of the 
sailors, at great risk to themselves, gal- 
Janily entered’ the stokehold and brought 
up the dead and injured, It is reported 
that allen board behaved’ with admirable 
sang froid.
